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PREFACE 



The compilation of this family history nas been an arduous 
task and without the help and cooperation of so many of my relatives, 
many of whom I did not know existed before I began this study, it 
would have been impossible. Renewing old contacts and making nev 
ones through the hundreds of letters I have written has brought me 
genuine joy. I wish to thank each and every person who has aided me 
in any way in obtaining data needed to make this study accurate and 
meaningful, not only to present generations, but to the generations 
yet to come. In fact, were it not for the generations yet unborn, 

I doubt that it would have been worth the effort. 

I have taken every precaution to check and recheck names, dates, 
and places supplied me but, no doubt, errors have crept in due to 
faulty memories and human errors in recording and copying data. In 
some cases, I have had to relie on information given me although I 
was in doubt about its completeness. But I did the best I could to 
get accurate and complete data in all cases. I will welcome notice 
of any errors noted by those who have authentic records and, if such 
errors prove to be numerous, I will issued errata sheets to those who 
have obtained copies of this genealogy. Unfortunately, most of us do 
not become vitally interested in our ancestry until late in life 
when those who could have supplied authentic data easily are not longer 
living to give us the benefit of their knowledge. 

I have made a concerted effort to learn more about Matthew 
Harvey Current, youngest son of Eli Martin Current by his first 
wife, Samantha Basye Current. The I.O.O.F. home in Caldwell, Idaho, 
where he lived for many years was most cooperative in giving me all 
the information they had on file. Mrs. Otelea Hedman, granddaughter 
of Sarah Merinda Current Eason, supplied the facts given from her 
grandmother's records. She also stated that she remembered her 
father saying at one time that he thought Matthew Current had eight 
or nine children but that all of them preceded him in death. If 
anyone receiving a copy of this genealogy has any other vital sta¬ 
tistics concerning his descendants, I shall welcome receiving them. 

When possible, I have given places of birth, marriage, and 
death as I have found from my own research that these provide inval¬ 
uable clues to primary research. I have given place of burial only 
in some cases. I did not have enough such information to provide 
any degree of consistency in the format of compilation. Gravestones 
usually provide authentic sources of information, however, and I 
have given places of burial in some cases to assist those who might 
want to locate graves and death records. 

I intended to include a section on military service rendered 
by the descendants of Eli Martin Current but found there were so many, 
especially among the younger generations, who had served in some 
capacity in times of war that it would be impossible to obtain ac¬ 
curate data on each and I might inadvertently omit some. Conse¬ 
quently, I decided to abandon that part of my research. I have given 
aome information where I knew the facts. Let me sav, however, from 
what I have learned, this family has done its part in times of war. 
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I sincerely hope that the younger generations will continue 
to add data to this history as the generations come and go. I 
also hope that this study may provide a springboard for some younger 
writer-historian member of the family, who is physically and 
financially able to visit the many places named to collect data 
from primary sources of information to be published in book form 
on Current history. I would enjoy doing this but my age and health 
will not permit it. 

The background material on the ancestry of Eli Martin Current 
was furnished in part by 01lie Hess Schwendemann. Some facts on 
the sources of her information are given in the Introduction. I 
thought it interesting and worthy of inclusion although not fully 
authenticated in some instances. The State Historical Society 
library here in Columbia, although reported to be one of the best 
genealogy libraries in the nation, did not have the name ’’Current" 
listed in its card index file at the time I was doing my research. 
With the aid of reference clerks at the library, however, I was 
able to find some facts which I have included on early background. 

A copy of this genealogy will be donated to that library. The name 
Current will be in the card index file eventually. 

There is a bond between us as descendants from a common an¬ 
cestry whether we ever come to know each other as individual 
personalities or not. The following quotation from Thomas Bab- 
ington Maculay, English poet, critic, and historian, should give 
us pause to ponder: "People who take no pride in the noble achieve¬ 
ments of remote ancestors will never achieve anything worthy to be 
remembered with pride by remote descendants." 

But the following quotation from Helen Keller's book, "Story 
of My Life," promotes humility and the realization that we all 
have "feet of clay" and that historical facts should never be dis¬ 
torted to camouflage things which we may not consider worthy of 
our pride: "There is no king who has not had a slave among his 
ancestors and no slave who has not had a king among his." 

And if, in moments of distress, dispair, and discouragement, 
we are tempted to become dubious of our own worth and sense of 
responsibility as an individual in the society in which we live, 
perhaps the following words of Theda Kenyon in "Scarlett Anne" 
will help to give us a better perspective: 

"...all things living must leave some mark, 

...There's never an ant in its dusty tunnel, 

There’s never a bird in the pathless air, 

Never a field bearing flower or tare, 

Nor a mole that scurries through hidden runnel, 

But the world is changed by its tiny living: 

And all things after are different, too...."

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INTRODUCTION 


When I began this study, I had no intention of going back 
farther than my great-grandfather, Eli Martin Current. I am not 
a professional genealogist. But as interesting bits of informa¬ 
tion came to my attention, I decided to pass them on, not as 
authentic data, as there are discrepancies in the stories, but as 
a start for any future descendant who might want to pursue the 
subject further and for present generations to dream and ponder 
about when in that mood. 

One story given me by Ollie Hess Schwendemann, a grand¬ 
daughter of Eli Martin Current, indicates that three Current bro¬ 
thers came to America from Ireland about 1700. They were of Scotch- 
Irish descent. Two of the brothers presumably returned to Ireland 
but one remained in Virginia. However, later records strongly in¬ 
dicate that the two who returned to Ireland later returned to Amer¬ 
ica and that it must have been the brother who remained in Virginia 
who sired the branch of which Eli Martin Current was a descendant. 
Descendants of this brother migrated to Ohio through the area which 
is now West Virginia and perhaps spilled over into the bordering 
State of Maryland. 

The other story indicates that three Current brothers came to 
America as sailors in 1730 and settled in Northwest Virginia. One 
died, one returned to Ireland, and one remained in Virginia. If 
that story is correct, then all Current descendants stem from the 
one brother, an ancestor of Eli Martin Current. 

Ollie reports that she has two Current family records other 
than that of Eli Martin Current’s ancestors and that all start with 
the three brothers who came from Ireland. She has had correspon¬ 
dence with members of the other branches and, although all think 
there is a connection between the branches, no one has been able 
to establish a definite, indisputable link. One branch migrated 
to Indiana and tended to move southward. One migrated to Minnesota. 
Guy Current from the Minnesota branch has visited Ollie two or three 
times to compare notes. There is a Current cemetery at New Ulm, 
Minnesota. There are known to be several Current families in Ill¬ 
inois. I found the name of Emily Jane (Current) Coons in a gena- 
ology index of Minnesota but it only led back to Charles Culver 
Wheeler, who was bom in Rochester, Minnesota, November 13, 1863. 

He in turn married the daughter of Emily Jane Current Coons. His 
wife was born at New Ulm, Minnesota, July 17, 1874. Therefore, 
she belonged to the same generation as Eli Martin Current. Did 
they have a common ancestry? Recently, a cousin to whom I had 
written for information asked if we had relatives in Indiana. Her 
son had recently met a man by the name of Current from Indiana¬ 
polis, Indiana. 

Research work I have done in the State Historical Scoiety here 
in Columbia, has yielded evidence of Currents from Virginia, Mary¬ 
land, and Kentucky who fought in the French and Indian War and Civil 
War. I did not check records given only as "Currin" although army 
records on James Current questioned the spelling as probably 
Currin and I found the name Currin in the telephone directories in

Dublin and other Irish cities I visited when I toured Ireland in 1963. 
’’The Story of the Irish Race," by Seumas MacManus, published by the 
Devin Adair Company, New York, New York, lists the names of John Phil- 
pot Curran and Sarah Curran in its index. Anyone wishing to learn 
more about the history of the Irish race will find this book exceed¬ 
ingly interesting and enlightening. 

A Joseph Current is listed as a member of the Virginia Colonial 
Militia and later served with Maryland troops. A record of the 
marriage of Enoch Current and Mary Davis, on February 4, 1806, in 
Monongalia County, Virginia, which later became a part of West Virgin¬ 
ia, was found in records of the Daughters of the American Revolution. 

A Matthew Current is listed on the Roster of Maryland Troops - 1757- 
1759. He enlisted on October 9, 1757, and was discharged with a pen¬ 
sion on December 13, 1757. James Current (Currin ?) received a 
bounty land grant for 100 acres of land for his services in the Mont¬ 
gomery County, Maryland, army for three years and two months, during 
which time he was wounded three times, the last time losing two 
fingers from his left hand. In 1820, at the age of 68, he was living 
in Frederick County, Maryland. 

Were these Currents descendants of the Eli Martin Current line¬ 
age of ancestry? The locations from which they came would so indi¬ 
cate. A Jesse Current, who was killed in the Civil War while serving 
with troops from Kentucky, probably was not if the first story of 
the three Current brothers is true. If a member of the original 
three who came from Ireland went to Indiana and his descendants 
tended to go southward, then perhaps, but we do not know, Jesse 
Current might have been from that branch. But on the basis of re¬ 
cords available in the State Historical Society here in Columbia, 
Missouri, a definite conclusion is impossible. An interesting obser¬ 
vation relative to the Virginia and Ohio Currents is the constant 
reappearance of some of the same first names noted in the descendants 
of Eli Martin Current shown in this genealogy.

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SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT ELI MARTIN CURRENT 


Eli Martin Current, the patriarch of this study, was the son 
of Martin Current, who was born in Virginia, based on a statement 
made by Eli himself in the 1880 census of Glenwood Township, Schuy¬ 
ler County, Missouri. No record of his mother's maiden name is 
available to me, but Eli stated in the census record that she, too, 
was born in Virginia. According to records furnished Ollie Hess 
Schwendemann by Eliza Humphreys Rockwood, a niece, Eli Martin was 
one of eight children, five boys and three girls. His brothers 
were Samuel, John, James, and William. His sisters were Nancy Sarah, 
Elizabeth, and Mary Jane. The sequence of births is not available. 

Samuel worked as a Clerk of Courts in Waverly, Pike County, 

Ohio, from 1910 to 1913 and later worked as a clerk at the Ohio 
Penitentary (as an employee, not a convict). He also taught school 
at one time. 

James married and had one daughter named Ella who married 
John Schumake (Schumate?). No other data are available about 
whcmhe married or where he lived and what he did. 

John was a farmer and facts passed down indicate he also cut 
hook poles for a living. These poles were cut from a smooth, 
straight wand, usually a sapling. He first married Nancy Riley. 

They lived on the Mustard Hill Road in Pike County, Ohio. They 
had several children before Nancy died and was buried in the Mount 
Joy Cemetery in Pike County, Ohio. John then married Jane Miller, 
born November 26, 1846. She died April 12, 1916, and is buried 
in the Harmon Church Yard at what was then Duke, Ohio. (I under¬ 
stand that town no longer exists.) John is buried beside his 
first wife, Nancy. 

No details regarding the lives or locations of residence 
after they grew to adulthood are available for William or Elizabeth. 

Nancy Sarah married Monroe Beeman and they had six children. 

A son, Sandusky, was living with his aunt, Mary Jane Humphreys 
in Schuyler County, Missouri, when the 1880 census was taken. 
According to another record found in the historical library, he 
was born December 24, 1852, and married Alice Elizabeth Rhoades 
on November 8, 1880. He and his family lived in the Jimtown Com¬ 
munity during my childhood. I remember six children: Three boys, 
Fred, Danny, and Alva (we called him Tuck) and three girls, Etta, 
Fanny , and Edith. Our families visited back and forth often when 
I was a child. I knew we were related but not how. 

Mary Jane married William Washington Humphreys on April 8, 

1852. They had several children. They were living in Schuyler 
County in 1880 according to the census taken that year. Two or 
three children are buried in the Coatesville Cemetery. Eliza 
Rockwood, who furnished details on this part of Current history, 
died in 1960 and is buried at Unionville, Missouri. 
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Ollie Hess Schwendemann reports that her grandfather always said 
he was Irish. My father, his grandson, always said he was Scotch- 
Irish. I had thought that perhaps my father got his Scottish blood 
from his maternal grandmother whose maiden name was Elizabeth Maclin, 
pronounced like a Scottish name. My grandmother, Emma J. Current, 
always said her mother was Scottish. But in view of the stories re¬ 
lated in the Introduction to this study, it.seems apparent that my 
father inherited some Scottish blood from his father s ancestry as 
well. He indeed demonstrated the so-called Scottish trait of being 
frugal in money matters as did Eli Martin Current. In studying 
about the close relationship between inhabitants of Ireland (once 
called Scotia) and those of Scotland (once called Alba),one finds 
the two were closely intertwined. Seumas MacManus speaks of the 
Scotch-Irish immigrants to America in "The Story of the Irish Race. 

Ollie also reports that in his youth, Eli Martin Current was 
five feet ten inches tall, weighed about 170 pounds, and had brown, 
eyes and black hair. In old age, when 1 knew him and I remember him 
well as I was past six years old when he died, his hair.was snow- 
white and he had a flowing white beard that encircled his on 

the sides. Sideburns lightly trimmed perhaps. I do not remember the 
color of his eyes though I do remember that they were bright, alert, 
and piercing. But all the Currents I know have blue.eyes unless 
brown or dark eyes, a dominant heredity trait, were inherited.from 
the maternal side of their ancestry. When I visited Ireland m 1963, 
the group I was traveling with visited the school at Killarney and 
attended a program, given in our honor, to watch the children from 
six to perhaps 12 or 14 dance the Irish jig. I kept saying to my 
friends that I was seeing replicas of the Current children I had 

known all my life-fair skin, rosy cheeks, beautiful blue eyes, and 

brown or black hair, usually curley. And let me digress to say that 
you have never really seen an Irish jig until you have seen it per¬ 
formed by natives of Ireland. Such dignified form! Such perfect 
rhythm! 

Eli Martin Current married and had four children by his first 
wife, before her death in 1862. Unfortunately, we know little about 
her except that her name was Samantha Basye and there is a question 
as to the spelling of her name although all evidence points to Basye 
rather than Bassye. She had two brothers but the whereabouts of any 
of their descendants is unknown. 

After his second marriage to Charlotte Darling, the family.be¬ 
gan migrating westward through Illinois and on to Missouri, arriving 
in Schuyler County about 1874. They lived on a farm near Coatesville 
for about a year and then moved to the farm in Jimtown where.Eli 
lived until he retired from farming and moved to Glenwood, Missouri. 

I remember when he lived on the old home place and I remember with 
special fondness when his son, Lewis, lived there after my great¬ 
grandfather moved. I recall images of the huge orchard with apples 
in abundance, the cider press, the carriage house where some old- 
fashioned sleighs were kept. Then William bought the place and from 
that time forward, we referred to it as the Uncle William Current 
place. 
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Ollie reports that in the early days, the E. M. Current"home 
in Jimtown was headquarters for evangelists during the old-time camp 
meetings.. At that time, there was a store, a blacksmith shop, and 
a postoffice at Jimtown. The postoffice was discontinued about 1900 
and the store and blacksmith shop within the next few years. I can 
barely remember the ruins of the old buildings when I started to 
school in 1909. After that, the community which they had served was 
referred to as the Jimtown community. Eli Current was converted late 
in life at a meeting held in that community by W. B. Stevens, noted 
for his authorship of many religious songs. Eli was a strong believer 
in the Bible Holiness doctrine. 

Eli Martin Current sired 14 children, 13 of whom grew to adult¬ 
hood and married. He was an industrious man and a good manager of 
money so he became quite "well-to-do" financially speaking for his 
day.. His second wife, Charlotte, married him when his oldest child 
by his first wife, Alonzo Thomas, my grandfather, was only about 
seven and one-half years old and when his youngest, Matthew Harvey, 
was just two and one-half. Eli and Charlotte lived together for 
something like 45 years and had ten children of their own. But in 
old age, despite the joys and hardships they had shared under pioneer 
conditions as well as in more prosperous times, their differences 
separated them. In the May term of the 1908 Circuit Court, held in 
Lancaster, Missouri, Charlotte was granted a divorce. 

But Eli was not a man to live alone even in old age. At the 
age of almost 75, lacking a few days, he remarried for the third 
time. On January 3, 1909, this spry and vigorous man of 75 was 
cutting down a tree at his home in Glenwood, Missouri, when a limb 
fell on him, injuring one of his legs. Gangrene infection devel¬ 
oped in the wound and, despite all efforts to save his life, he died 
after much suffering from the poisoning in his bloodstream. His fun¬ 
eral service.was conducted by a Mrs. Rosentangle of Macon, Missouri, 
a Holiness minister. Her sermon was based on Chapter 15, First Cor¬ 
inthians. He is buried in the Jimtown cemetery.

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CHARLOTTE DARLING CURRENT 


Although the lineage of Charlotte Darling Current belongs in 
a separate genealogy, such records as are available to me are given 
below for the benefit of the ten children born to Eli Martin and 
Charlotte Josephe Current. 

Charlotte's great-grandfather, Josey Tole, married Charlotte 
Bean. Have no record of their children. Her grandfather, Abraham 
Darling, married Sarah Brown. Have no record of their children, 
except a son James Harvey, Charlotte's father. The record of his 
family follows: 

James Harvey Darling, was born in Brown County, Ohio, on April 15, 
1821; died somewhere in Nebraska, August 7, 1868. On April 26, 1840, 
he married Frances Ann Tole, who was born somewhere in Kentucky, 

July 9, 1822; died December 15, 1884. Place of death unknown. They 
had seven children as follows: 

Melinda Jane, born April 29, 1841. Date of death unknown. 

John Harvey, born February 27, 1843; died in Costa Rica, South Amer¬ 
ica, October 17, 1902. 

Charlotte Josephe, born in Adams County, Ohio, June 24, 1846; died 
in Ottumwa, Iowa, May 3, 1913. 

Abraham Micahah, born August 5, 1849; died April 15, 1852. Places 
of birth and death unknown. 

Naaman Lorenze, born March 4, 1854. Place of birth unknown. Died 
in Piketon, Ohio, January 14, 1916.

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SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE ALONZO THOMAS CURRENT 
BRANCH OF THE FAMILY 


Alonzo Thomas Current, oldest child of Eli Martin Current, had 
a driving ambition to provide well for his family and "get ahead” 
in the world. Perhaps this came partly from his identification with 
the aims and ambitions of his father but, no doubt, the hardships 
of his early life and his Capricorn sun contributed their share. 

His mother died when he was only five years, two months, and five 
days old, leaving her young 28-year-old husband with four children, 
two boys and two girls, the youngest son only 25 days old. We have 
no record of who took care of the children during the some two and 
one half years before he remarried. Since his family with several 
brothers and sisters lived in the same county of Ohio, in all like¬ 
lihood members of his family looked after them. 

Alonzo was about seven and one-half when his father remarried 
and the family started a gradual movement westward from Ohio through 
Illinois. This wandering about lasted for some 10 years before 
they finally reached Schuyler County, Missouri, and settled down. 
Records would indicate that Alonzo was about 18 or 19 years old when 
the family moved into the Jimtown community. What took him to Elk 
County, Kansas, we probably will never know but there he met and 
married Emma Jane Small and settled down on a farm in or near Union 
Center in Elk County where they lived until Alonzo decided to come 
back to Missouri. By this time, they had three sons and my father, 
Willie Warder, the oldest was about seven years old. Even while in 
Kansas, Alonzo's enterprizing nature was manifest. He was appointed 
postmaster at Union Center on the 20th day of January 1886. The of¬ 
ficial document, signed by William F. Vilas, Postmaster General of 
the United States of America, is in my possession. 

In my own childhood, I listened with avid interest to the tales 
my father liked to tell of their trip overland by wagon from Kansas 
to Schuyler County, Missouri, driving a herd of cattle. The young¬ 
est child, Martin Earnest, was less than a year old. Just where they 
lived during the first year after their return, I am not sure, but 
it must have been in the upper Jimtown community, near where my 
great-grandfather lived. Crockett Berry, Sr., a neighbor belong¬ 
ing to my great-grandfather's generation, used to tell how he worried 
when Alonzo would send his small 7-year-old son to the Chariton 
River in the dead of winter to cut ice and water that herd of cattle. 
Mr. Berry would stand on the hill overlooking the valley and watch 
just as a precaution in case of accident. 

Alonzo bought a farm in the southwestern end of Schuyler County 
in the lower Jimtown school district not too long after his return 
to Missouri. It was there my father lived to grow to manhood and to 
marry and rear his own family. Except for one crop year in Boone 
County when I was a baby, he lived on that same farm until he, him¬ 
self, was 78 yea. ■? old. There me and my brothers and my sister, 
Helen, grew to aa Lthood. As of 1970, my brother, Herman, still 
owns the farm although he no longer lives there. 
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The farm was fertile Chariton River bottom land with some'good 
second bottom of rich sandy loam. It was covered with good quality 
virgin timber. As he cleared the land for farming, Alonzo also 
made good use of the timber, buying himself a sawmill powered by a 
steam engine. This phase of his enterprizing nature cost him his 
life. 


When he went to the mill on December 23, 1896, ^o begin the 
day's work, he found that one of his hired men, the sawyer, was 
absent. Unwilling to lose a day's work, Alonzo decided to run the 
engine, his usual task, and ''man” the saw as well. Becoming too 
engrossed in his work at the saw, he forgot to watch the water level 
in the steam boiler. When he started to refill the boiler with 
cold water from nearby Elm Creek, it exploded, blowing Alonzo to 
bits. Although other hands at the mill were injured some from the 
explosion, none was killed. Alonzo would have celebrated his 40th 
birthday in just one month and eight days. He left a young widow 
and four sons. My father, the oldest, was just 16 but he took 
over the responsibility of the farm with the aid and counsel of his 
mother and his younger brothers became almost like sons of his own 
as the years went by. 

The youngest son, Oscar Earl, who never forgot waving goodbye 
to his father from the bedroom window as he left for work the day 
of his death, ran away from home at the age of 16 and lived most 
of the remainder of his life in California. He came back to Mis¬ 
souri to be drafted when he knew he would be called into service 
in World War I. He wanted to be drafted from his home county. 

He was the only member of that generation of the Alonzo Current 
branch of the family who had military service. He was in France 
some nine months, as I remember, but due to an adverse reaction 
to a smallpox vaccination, he was hospitalized much of that time. 

He was scheduled for active combat on November 11, 1918, the day 
the Armistice, ending the war, was signed. 

Joseph Samuel bought part of the old home place when he be¬ 
came of age but he was not a farmer by interest, ambition, or 
"know-how'' so he left the farm to become a real estate salesman. 

He was gifted as a musician, his favorite instrument being the 
violin. He married at the age of 37 but he was no more a family 
man than he was a farmer and his marriage was unsuccessful though 
he sired three children, two boys and one girl. He lived with 
his mother most of his life and died within three years after her 
death. 

Martin Earnest had the thirst of the wanderer during his 
youth. As a child, I loved to hear him tell of how he stowed 
away on a ship to London, England, as a very young man. He had 
a desire to see the world. He married a Putnam County girl at 
the age of 23 and reared a large, closely-knit family. His 
health was never good and he had a chronic cough. He lived on 
the old home place for several years after his marriage but was 
not too successful as a farmer though I think he loved the land. 

He left Missouri about 1927 and spent the last several years of 
his life in Arizona where most of the family live now. 
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As generation followed generation, many young men of the Alonzo 
Current family have been called upon to serve in the armed forces 
to defend their country. My brother, Herman, served in the European 
theater in World War II, being in the "Battle of the Bulge . My 
brother, Claude, went into the army in 1942 with two years of ROTC 
training received while getting a B. S. degree in Agriculture from 
the University of Missouri. He took Officer's Training at Fort 
Riley, Kansas, and advanced to the rank of Captain before his dis¬ 
charge. Most of his overseas duty was in New Guinea but he was hos¬ 
pitalized for many months with an illness caused by the damp climate 
there. Eventually, he was returned to the hospital in Springfield, 
Missouri, until able for discharge. 

My own son, Gwyn Henry Lile, enlisted in the Army Specialized 
Training Reserve in 1945 when he graduated from high school at the 
age of 17. During the next nine months, he was sent to the Univer¬ 
sities of Wyoming and Illinois for special training in engineering 
although he had known from the age of eight that he wanted to be a 
doctor. After reaching 18, he was put on active duty with the Army 
Air Force and served as classification specialist at Boca Raton,. 
Florida. But the army did not change his mind about his profession. 
After discharge, he entered the University of Missouri, going to 
school and working in the hospital all the while. He received his 
B. S. degree in Medicine in 1952, and his M. D. degree at Harvard 
University in Boston in 1954. He then decided to specialize in 
psychiatry as he had thought he wanted to do since the age of 11 
and stood on the threshold of what I think would have been a great 
service to mankind through research and the practice of psychiatry 
when he died January 27, 1964. 

Kennth, son of my brother, Elza, enlisted in the Navy soon 
after his graduation from high school. I have no details on his 
tours of duty but he became proficient in the field of communications 
while in the service and this has become his life s work. 


Eugene, oldest son of my brother Herman, has made the Air 
Force his life’s career. Again, I have no details on his work but 
do know that his last tour of duty overseas was in Japan where his 
youngest child was born. 


Jerry, my sister Helen's oldest son, enlisted in the army in 
1961 and spent 31 months in Germany in the U. S. Army Engineer 
Battalion of the 24th Division, as Specialist 5th Class E 5. He 
married while stationed there. Edward, Helen s youngest son, was 
drafted into service just a few days after receiving an M. A. degree 
in Electrical Engineering from the University of Missouri. He is 
now stationed near El Paso, Texas. 


I have no records on what military service James Lowell and 
Doyle, sons of Samuel Current, may have had. I do know that some 
of Martin Earnest Current's grandsons are now or have been m 
military service. Charles Earnest Musgrove, son of Daisy Musgrove, 
youngest daughter of Martin Earnest, finished boot camp in March 
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1970 and is now on active duty in Vietnam. The adopted son of 
Virginia Johnson, daughter of Oscar Earl Current, has been on duty 
in Germany. He was on a 30-day leave from Germany during December 
1970 and is not sure whether he will return to Germany or be sent 
elsewhere. He has two more years to serve. 

Descendants of Alonzo Thomas Current are scattered far and near. 
But to many of us, Schuyler County is still home, though our places 
of abode may be elsewhere. So many of our ancestors are interred 
in its soil. Our childhood memories are there. Speaking for myself, 
I can say with the American verse writer: 

"As the dew to the blossom, the bud to the bee, ^ 

As the scent of the rose are those memories to me."

SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE NANCY JANE CURRENT BRANCH 
OF THE ELI MARTIN CURRENT FAMILY 


Nancy Jane Current was the third child and second daughter of 
Eli Martin Current and Samantha Basye Current. She was only 20 months 
old when her mother died and only four years old w^en her father 
remarried and began his move westward from Pike County, Ohio, through 
Illinois to Schuyler County, Missouri, reaching Missouri when Nancy 
Jane was about 14 years old. About a year later, the family moved 
to the farm homestead in the Jimtown Community. There Nancy Jane 
grew to womanhood and there she married Calvin Walls on April 9, 

1876, just seven days before her older sister, Lydia Ann, was mar¬ 
ried to Isaac H. Adair. Both daughters were married at their 
father's home so the Eli Martin Current home must have been agog 
with wedding plans during the spring of 1876. Unfortunately, Lydia 
Ann died in October of that same year, bringing a saddened autumn 
following a gala spring. 

Calvin Walls, having lost his wife, Mary Ellen Mustard Walls, 
by death, had a family of five children when he married Nancy 
Jane Current. For the first year or so after their marriage, the 
family lived near Martinstown in Putnam County, Missouri. There 
Nancy's first child, Electa Ann, was born. 

But the call of the West was strong and probably in 1878, Cal¬ 
vin Walls with his wife Nancy, her brother, Harvey Matthew, and 
the Walls family of six children joined a wagon train headed west¬ 
ward across the plains. They first settled in Madison Valley, 
Montana, where their next two children, Melissa Melvina and Clara 
Adaline, were born. Later,they moved west and north to a ranch 
on the Bitterwood River near Victor, Montana. Here their sons, 
William Wesley and Earl Henry were born. Later, they migrated 
still farther westward and in 1906 or 1907, when my father's brother, 
Oscar Earl, went to Aunt Nancy's home after running away from his 
own home in Missouri, they lived on a ranch near Pozo, California, 
in San Luis Obispo County. This ranch was bought by Earl Henry 
Walls in 1910 or 1911 and was known as the Walls Pozo Ranch. 

When her nephew, Earl, as he was called, went to his Aunt 
Nancy's home, she told him he would have to write to his mother 
back in Missouri and tell her where he was and that he was all 
right if he wanted to stay at her home. He complied with her re¬ 
quest, much to the relief of his mother and brothers. About the 
only contacts my father ever had with his father's only living 
full sister was through his brother, Oscar Earl and he was always 
grateful to her for what she did for his brother. Nancy Jane Walls 
knew the grie-f and anguish a mother suffers when a child runs away 
from home as she had gone through it when her own son, William 
Wesley, sought "greener pastures" at the age of 12. 

Pictures of Nancy Jane Current as a young woman show her to 
have been short and stocky with a beautiful face. Pictures taken 
in later years show her as quite slender, a tiny woman with 
strong features, a face revealing long years of living and loving. 
Electa Walls Black, daughter of William Wesley, reports that she 
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saw her grandmother only once when she, Electa, was about eight 
or nine years old. She describes her as a small woman and only 
about five feet two inches tall. 

After Calvin and Nancy Walls sold the ranch near Pozo, they 
moved to Hollister, California, and here Calvin died, December 28, 
1915. After his death, Nancy Jane lived in various places ending 
her mission on'this planet at Watsonville, California, at the age 
of 63 years plus three months. Woman, wife, mother, she had known 
the hardships of pioneer life and had stood beside a devoted hus¬ 
band through the joys and sorrows of rearing a large family. To 
this she was born and to this she gave her courage and devotion.

SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE MATTHEW HARVEY CURRENT 
BRANCH OF THE FAMILY 

Matthew Harvey Current was only 25 days old when his mother, 
Samantha Basye Current, died. He was about two and one-half years 
old when his father remarried. He left home at 16 and traveled across 
the plains by wagon train with his sister, Nancy, and her husband, 
Calvin Walls. Reportedly, he later traveled about in Illinois and 
Ohio for a few years before going to Idaho where is is believed to 
have lived much of his adult life, except for his first marriage. 

I remember that he visited my parents when I was a child, I don't 
remember how old I was, but I would judge in my early teens. I rem¬ 
ember him as a rather tall, statuesque type of man, holding himself 
very straight and erect although he walked with a cane. A snapshot I 
have of him taken while at our home bears out my memory. At that time, 
he spoke of owning a potato farm not far from Boise, Idaho. Meridian 
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is only a few miles from Boise. 


I have in my possession a letter Matthew Current wrote to my 
father, Willie Current, on April 22, 1927. He sent a photograph 
and a picture postcard of The Odd Fellows Home at Caldwell, Idaho, 
also located not far from Boise, stating that he was in a wheel¬ 
chair but that he could get around from place to place and that 
he had a good home and was well cared for as the home took an inter¬ 
est in all I.O.O.F. members who were crippled, aging, and unable 
to care for themselves. 

When I wrote the I.O.O.F. Home in Caldwell in December 1969, 
trying to learn as much as possible about the Matthew Current 
family, I had a prompt reply, giving me all the information in 
their files. The letter reads in part: 

’’Matthew H. Current was initiated into Meridian Lodge No. 

43, Meridian, Idaho, December 26, 1903. Our records show 
that he was admitted to the Odd Fellows Home of Idaho, 

January 28, 1927, and lived there until April 26, 1933. 

At that time, after a hearing by the Court of Canyon 
County, he was judged to be insane and was sent to the State 
Hospital South, Blackfoot, Idaho. 

”1 rather wonder if he was insane in the true sense of the 
word or only what we now consider "senility". One para¬ 
graph taken from the records of the hearing reads as follows: 

’At the conclusion of the hearing, Bro. Current was asked 
if he had anything to say and expressed himself to the 
effect that everything said about his case by the var¬ 
ious witnesses was true.' 

"The records show that he died in the State Hospital in 
Blackfoot, May 31, 1933.... 

"Our records show that he was born February 23, 1862 in Pike 
County, Ohio, but do not show anything relative to next 
of kin. I rather doubt that he had any relatives in this 
area as everything seems to have been handled by the Lodge, 
the Board of Trustees, and the local court." 

Another letter enclosed was written by the Secretary of the 
Board of Trustees and states that Matthew Harvey Current was 
buried in the Odd Fellows Cemetery at Blackfoot, Idaho. The 
Meridian Lodge No. 43 paid all expenses for the funeral and bur¬ 
ial. Before entering the home at Caldwell, Idaho, he is reported 
to have donated 20 acres of prune orchard to the Meridian Lodge 
to contribute toward his care.

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SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE WILLIAM WASHINGTON CURRENT 
BRANCH OF THE ELI MARTIN CURRENT FAMILY 


William Washington Current was the oldest child of Eli Martin 
Current by his second wife, Charlotte Josephe Darling. He was born 
after the family started westward from Ohio, being born in Tazwell 
County, Illinois, which is located about midway between the Indi¬ 
ana and Missouri statelines, slightly south of Peoria. Thus in 
the year following his father’s remarriage, they had traveled with 
four small children, probably in a covered wagon, across the State 
of Indiana and about half way across the State of Illinois. They 
must have been searching for a place where they wished to settle 
down, for the next child was born slightly to the south in Macon 
County, Illinois, and the next two in Vermillion County, Illinois, 
which is on the border of Indiana and Ohio, some 100 miles or more 
to the East. 

But despite his wavering, William’s father must have had his 
mind set on moving westward for they started in that direction 
again, reportedly arriving in Schuyler County, Missouri, in 1874, 
farming one year near Coatesvilie, Missouri, before moving to the 
Jimtown Community where the family homestead was established. 

William came to that community in 1875 and lived there the remainder 
of his life. 

But he did his courting in Putnam County just across the Char¬ 
iton River to the West as he married a Putnam County girl. He 
brought his bride back to Jimtown to make their home and here his 
five sons were born and reared, one dying at the age of two and 
one-half years. 

When I remember Uncle William best, he lived on the homestead 
farm which he bought from his own father when he retired and moved 
to Glenwood, Missouri. I have many fond memories of visiting on 
that farm. My own father revered Uncle William and, since his own 
father was dead, I think he subconsciously identified with his 
uncle as a father image. He signed his name W. W. Current, Jr. in 
deference to his uncle who used the signature W. W. Current. 

William was somewhat small in stature but he was a strong, 
wiry man. He was a good farmer and a good neighbor, well-respected 
in the Jimtown Community. His wife, ”Tish", as she was affection¬ 
ately called, was a superb weaver of carpets and rugs, well-known 
for her skill throughout Putnam and Schuyler Counties.

Amanda Frances Current, the second child of Eli Martin Current 
by his second wife, Charlotte Darling Current, was born in Mason 
County, Illinois, during the period of some ten years when the fam¬ 
ily was migrating from Pike County, Ohio, where Eli was born, to 
Schuyler County, Missouri, where he settled permanently. 

Little is known of Amanda’s early childhood. She must have 
been about seven years old when the family reached Schuyler County, 
Missouri, in 1874. They moved to the Jimtown community a year or 
so later and there Amanda grew to womanhood. 

She became a June bride when 18 years old, marrying David A. 

Sweet on June 21, 1885. They had four children, two boys and two 
girls. One boy, David Elmer, died at six months and the oldest 
daughter, Ida Myrtle, died at 22 without having married. 

Following the death of her brother Leonard Current's first 
wife, Amanda made a home for his four children for awhile. George, 
the oldest, remembers staying with his aunt during one school 
year. He remembers that they lived on a farm but he doesn't rem¬ 
ember where the farm was located. He does remember that her son, 
Albert Melvin lived with his mother and did the farming. 

A few years after her divorce from David Sweet, Amanda married 
Wallace Hines. Different members of the family who were privileged 
to meet Mr. Hines describe him as a fine man who made Amanda happy. 

At the time of her death, from complications following surgery, 
she and her husband lived on a well-improved farm near Milo, Iowa. 

Unfortunately, little information is available regarding Amanda 
as an individual, her principal interests, her likes and dislikes, 
her joys and her sorrows. Her second daughter, Eva Adaline, who 
married and had two sons, preceded her mother in death by three years. 
Eva's family, who lived in Farmington, Washington, at the time of 
her death, has not been in touch with her only living brother, 

Albert Melvin Sweet, who now lives at Lamar, Missouri, since that 
time. My efforts to locate them was unsuccessful. 

As a child, I often heard my father speak of Aunt "Mandy" but 
k I never saw her or,if I did, I can't recall it. She was some 17 
years older than my father and travel was slow back in the early 
1900s. For that reason, we probably never visited her home or she 
ours as was the case with her younger brothers, particularly George 
and Lewis. From what I have been able to learn, Amanda lived most 
of her adult life in Northern Missouri and Southern and Central Iowa.

Lewis Grant Current was a large, raw-boned man, full of fun, 
ambitious, and hard-working, but he always had time for his fam¬ 
ily and particularly for children and their needs for fun. I 
remember him as always wearing a mustache and his countanence was 
one to give a child confidence. Some of my happiest memories are 
when we visited them at the farm near Coatesville. Uncle Lewis 
always cleared a room in the evening so adults and children alike 
could play Blind Man's Bluff. 

Another thing I remember vividly about Uncle Lewis was that 
he usually went barefoot during these games and his feet fascin¬ 
ated me, yet filled me with awe. During childhood, he had had 
a pair of shoes which were too narrow for his feet. But his 
thrifty father, in the hard times they probably knew, did not throw 
them away or 'pass them down" to a younger child. Lewis wore 
them, surely most painfully, for his toes were so cramped that 
his feet were pernamently deformed by his fourth and fifth toes 
being forced upward and over his third toe. But the pain was long 
since endured and forgotten as this admirable man enjoyed happy 
games with his children during adult life. 

The Lewis Current sons tended to settle down near home base 
in Boone and surrounding counties and perhaps all of them farmed 
at one time or another, some gradually drifting into other types 
of work. The Current name can be found in the telephone directories 
for Clark, Sturgeon, Centralia, and Moberly, Missouri. These are 
the descendants of Lewis Grand Current and his wife Fanny.

SOME INTERESTING FACTS ON THE JOHN LEONARD CURRENT BRANCH OF 
THE ELI MARTIN CURRENT FAMILY 


John Leonard Current was the second of the Eli Martin Current 
children to be born at the family homestead in the Jimtown Commun¬ 
ity, Schuyler County, Missouri. Unfortunately, interesting details 
of his childhood and early youth are no longer available. But the 
few records I have found indicate that he grew to manhood on the 
home farm and, in all probability, attended the little red school- 
house just south of the Jimtown store, blacksmith shop, and post- 
office for his grade school education. 

Bits of information found indicate that Leonard, as he was 
addressed by his family, his brother, Lewis, and their half-nephew, 
Willie Current, my father, were close during young manhood. Leo¬ 
nard and his sister, Nora Celesta, signed as witnesses at the double 
wedding ceremony when Lewis and Willie married the West sisters, 

Fanny and Sarah. Leonard married about 15 months later. 

In the February 19, 1904, issue of M The Glenwood Phonograph," 
this appeared in the Chariton news items: "Mr. and Mrs. Leonard 
Current visited Saturday with Lewis Currents." Other items in the 
same column show that Lewis was at that time making arrangements 
to move his family to a farm in Boone County, Missouri. In the Feb¬ 
ruary 26, 1904, issue of the same newspaper, this item appeared: 

Leonard Current moved to the Neal Berry farm." My memory will not 
release the exact location of the Neal Berry farm but all the Berry 
farms were located in the north central part of the Jimtown Community. 

But Leonard and his wife must have followed his brother, Lewis, 
to Boone County in a few months for their first son was born at 
Harrisburg in that county in April 1905. The next two children 
were born in or near Centralia, a few miles away. 

Then the family must have moved to Iowa for a year or so, 
probably near the wife's relatives as she was an Iowa girl, and 
her youngest child was born in that State. The oldest boy, George, 
remembers attending second grade in Lavilia, Iowa, in the fall of 
1912. But the family returned to Centralia, Missouri, and there 
the mother died of tuberculosis, leaving her young husband, not 
yet 26 years old, with four children, ranging in age from eight 
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years to 16 months. During the year following his mother's death, 
George remembers living on a farm with his father's sister, Amanda 
Sweet, and her son, Albert, for one school year. 

In the fall of 1917, Leonard took his family to Stafford County, 
Kansas, and that state became his home for the remainder of his life. 

In 1918, he married a sister of his deceased wife, and this second 
wife gave him four living children put preceded him in death by some 
18 years. Most of his descendants live in and around Hutchinson, 
Kansas, where Leonard died, except George and Omer, who were living 
in Ulysses, Kansas, in 1970. 

Leslie,the oldest son by the second wife, was the only one of 
Leonard's sons to be called into military service. He reportedly 
served in World War II, seeing service in India and China. But more 
Important than this, in my estimation, is the humanitarian benefits 
which are coming to the people of Kansas as a result of long years 
of suffering Leslie has endured from a kidney ailment known as 
nephritis. In 1956, Leslie was told he would never live to see another 
birthday, but he followed the strict diet his doctor ordered and saw 
many birthdays come and go while he continued, for the most part, 
with his regular work. In 1969, complications and systemic damages 
from his malfunctioning kidneys brought a crisis and the doctors de¬ 
termined that his only hope for continued survival was through treat¬ 
ments with an artificial kidney machine. The nearest machine was in 
Oklahoma City, 185 miles away, and treatments were then required 
once a week. While he and his wife made that trip each week, family 
love and devotion came to the forefront. Leslie's mother-in-law, 

Mrs. Willard Lowery, through her friends, began a letter-writing 
campaign to state legislators and Governor Docking, which resulted 
in the enactment of legislation establishing a kidney dialysis pro¬ 
gram in the State of Kansas which will serve many kidney disease 
sufferers in that state both now and in years to come. 

John Leonard Current has been in his grave for 17 years but 
what pride he would take could he know that his son's courageous 
suffering and the love that must emanate from his home has served 
to establish a system of kidney treatment which will help citizens 
in the State of Kansas indefinitely. As Benjamin Franklin, Amer¬ 
ican philosopher and statesman once said: "After crosses and losses, 
men grow humbler and wiser." My correspondence with the family 
tells me that Leslie is a patient, humble man but he has served 
his fellowmen well whether he realizes it or not through his day- 
to-day courage and determination. 

John Leonard Current and his children, through losses of loved 
ones and other adversities, no doubt learned to: 

"Cease to inquire what the future has in store, and to 
take as a gift whatever the day brings forth."

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SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE GEORGE EDMUN CURRENT 
BRANCH OF THE ELI MARTIN CURRENT FAMILY 


George Edmun Current was the youngest son of Eli Martin and 
Charlotte Current. He was born at the old home place in the Jim- 
town community and grew to manhood there. He and my father's 
brother, Martin Earnest Current, were pals in young manhood although 
George was more than three years older. George's second wife, 

Zelpha Dee Forbes, and Earnest's wife, Ella Ann Hayes, also grew 
up as close friends in Putnam County. Thus the young couples were 
close. Recently, Aunt Dee, as I always called her though her hus¬ 
band's pet name for her was "Delia", related stories of the many 
good times the two Current families shared as young parents, rear¬ 
ing their families. 

George was a farmer for most of his life. I remember him 
best when he lived on a farm near Livonia, Missouri. One of the 
sorrows of his life was the loss of contact with his son, Willard, 
his first-born,who disappeared while in service in World War II 
and was never heard from again. 

George Edmun Current was a jolly, good-natured man, full 
of fun and always able to see the funny side of incidents which 
others might have found distressing or annoying. His daughter, 
Derotha, told me recently how he laughed when she drove the car 
into a post while learning' to drive. Of course, he may have re¬ 
membered one of his own blunders when he first bought a car and 
drove up to the home gate. Instead of putting on the brake and 
stopping the car by the rules, he just said "Whoa!" as he had been 
doing for years to stop his team. But the car didn't "whoa". 

It went right on through the gate without waiting for him to get 
out and open it. 

George loved children and, like his brother, Lewis, found 
time to show them attention and play games with them. His daughter, 
Derotha, can relate delightful tales of the many good times she 
remembers sharing with her father while she was growing to woman¬ 
hood. 


George Edmun Current was what his neighbors and friends 
referred to as a good man, a friend to all who knew him. He 
was not yet 64 years old when his mission on this planet was 
completed after much physical suffering which he bore with patience 
following his first stroke some three years before his death. 

He preceded three older sisters and two older brothers in death. 

He is buried in the St. John's Cemetery at Livonia, Missouri, where 
he spent much of his adult life. 

George Edmun Current lived close to nature, coming to this 
earth in October when autumn's gypsy shawl had set the hills 
ablaze and leaving it as September sang her song of summer's end 
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and autumn's coolish nights began to spread o'er the land.

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SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE NORA CELESTA CURRENT BRANCH 
OF THE ELI MARTIN CURRENT FAMILY 


Nora Celesta Current was the youngest of the Eli Martin- 
Charlotte Current children who lived to grow to adulthood. A 
sister, Bertha Lucetta, who was about three years younger than 
Nora, died when Nora was not quite six years old, leaving her as 
what most families refer to fondly as the "baby of the family". 

She grew to adulthood on the old home place in the Jimtown Com¬ 
munity of Schuyler County, Missouri, and married Elbert Fay Lucas, 
brother of the husband of her older sister, Mary Adaline, when 
just past seventeen years old. Pictures taken in her youth show 
Nora to have been a beautiful young woman. Although I never 
remember seeing her, there is a feeling of closeness to her as she 
and her brother, John Leonard, signed as witnesses when my mother 
and father were married. Nora, herself, married about two months 
before I was bom. 

The young couple lived on a farm about three miles west of 
Glenwood for awhile and there their oldest child, Clarence, was 
born. Elbert* s health was poor so eventually the couple moved to 
Iowa, living in Ottumwa for awhile where Elbert (he was called 
Bert by his family) worked as a machinist. They also tried living 
in Florida for a year, hoping the climate there would be benefi¬ 
cial to Bert*s health. 

In 1914, Naaman Darling of Tetonia, Idaho, brother of Nora's 
mother (nee Charlotte Darling), asked Nora if she and her husband 
could come and care for him and manage his farm. He was then 60 
years old and in poor health. Nora and Bert decided to go to Idaho 
in response to this uncle's request. There they ran his 120-acre 
farm and a small sawmill until Naaman Darling died on January 14, 
1916, leaving all his property to Nora. 

Nora and Bert continued to live on the farm until 1923. In 
the meantime, both had become members of the Seventh Day Adventist 
Church. Through the church paper, they made contacts with members 
of the church in Gobel, Oregon. They sold the sawmill to that 
congregation and shipped it to Gobel. Then they decided to sell 
the farm also and move to Oregon where they remained for the rest 
of their lives. As long as they were physically able, they managed 
apartments in Portland, but in 1934, when Nora's health failed, 
they bought a small home where she could have a little garden and 
flowers. Bert did inside painting for a livelihood. 

Nora and Bert loved Portland so much they persuaded. their only 
living son to bring his family and move there, too. Having.lost, 
her other son in infancy, Nora wanted Clarence near her. With his 
wife, Mabel, and two babies, Clarence acceded to his parent's 
wishes and moved to Portland in 1927. They have lived in or near 
Portland ever since. 
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In 1942, Clarence bought a small filbert farm at Sherwood, Oregon, 
not far from Portland. Bert and Nora sold their home in Portland 
and moved to the farm to be with their son and his family. Here 
Nora Celesta Current Lucas died in October 1950. She is buried in 
the Riverview Cemetery in Portland. Her husband, whose health had 
been so poor in early manhood, outlived Nora by almost 13 years. 

He is buried beside her in the Riverview Cemetery. 

Nora engendered strong family ties in her family. Clarence 
and Mabel and three of their children still live in Portland.
